The chimney planned by the SEC for the Newport 
D power station “will certainly be the King Kong 
of Williamstown”, Mr. J. R. Wallace told the in- 
quiry on Wednesday. 


Mr. Wallace, a senior design draftsman ond project engineer, 
of Dover Road, Williamstown, presented a private submission to 


- the Newport panel. 


He said the ICI build- 
ing in Melbourne is 
600ft. high, the same 
height as the proposed 
chimney. 

“J was driving down 
Beaconsfield Parade in 
St. Kilda recently, and 
looking across Statidn 
Pier you can see the 
Newport power station 
quite clearly,’ he said. 

“I stopped and had a 
look and I think the 
existing chinmneys would 
not be any more than 
200ft., probably 150ft. 

“But this is going to be 
600ft., four times as high 
as the existing chimneys. 
To me, that is like a 
_colossus, If they do build 
it, it will certainly be the 
King Kong of Williams- 
town, 

“Put a couple of arms 
and legs on it and you 
have King Kong. You 
dont havé to go overseas 
to see it, you have. it 
here.” 

Mr. Wallace said the 
SEC, when planning on 
projected needs, decided 
on a 1000 megawatt 
power station, but later

ing to build a 500-mega- 
watt station, =. 


“How can something 
that we were led to be- 
lieve was initially so well 
planned, be suddenly cut 
in half and still be a 
worth-while proposition? 

“What would have hap- 
pened if a station of the 
original size was built at 
Newport? Would we have 
then had a power station 
well in excess of our 
ptesent-day needs? In 
other words, is the need 
for additional peak load 
power really there? 


“The next thing that 
prompted me to write the 
submission is the fact 
that the SEC is going to 
take natural gas and 
change it into another, 
form of energy. ,: 

“People can use natur- 
al gas. I am using natur- 
al gas in my house. 

“It is a form of energy 
not created by man; it is 
created by God. ~ "

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It believes that a final 
comment on the_ public 
health aspects of the sta- 
tion should await air- 
pollution tests of emis- 
sions after the station is 
in operation. 


In its submission, the 
department said that 
once the power station 
is- operational, “the con- 
centrations of pollutants 
in the ambient air must 
be monitored, and it 
emphasises its desire to 
assess the readings so 
obtained”. 

Dr. Christophers said 
that in the past a lot of 
experimental evidence on 


the, harmful effects of 
photochemical smog 
which had not met 


scientific standards, 

“There has been, I 
think, some fairly recent 
evidence, experimental, 
where a group has done 
some work where a 
number of volunteers are 
exposed to levels of 
ozone that correspond to 
the levels you get in 
periods of bag smog in 
Los Angeles, 

“These seem to show, 
or -you could sum it up 
by saying, that those 
people who are asthmatic 
could tend to get 
asthma.” z 

Dr. Christophers said 
he believed other people 
take the World Health 


Organisation’s recom- 
mendation of a_ safe 
ozone level more seri- 
ously than WHO. itself. 

“The WHO document 
has a note onthe front 
page to say: ‘This report 
contains the collective 
views of an international 
group of experts, and 
does not necessarily re- 
present the decisions of 
the stated policy of the 
WHO,’ 

“J think the facts of the 
situation are fairly 


straight-forward and are. 


capable of interpretation 
by any scientific person 


¥You have been getting 
levels in Los_ Angeles 
varying from 50 to 90 
pphm and that is the level 
at which the eye soreness 
develops, would be 
around 25 pphm. 

“I think what needs to 
be added is that dachry- 
mates (which cause eye 
irritation) are somewhat
